Dudley was convicted last Tuesday 
of the m urder of M r. and M rs .M u lle r 
near Stilw ell the m orning of August 
20. Dudley, who was an 
ex-convict, 
was employed as a 
farm 
hand and 
killed M u ller because 
of ail a lte rca ­ 
tion over a team of mules he wished 
to borrow. 
Mrs. 
M uller was killed 
when she asked Dudley what had be­ 
come of her husband. Dudley hid the 
bodies in an 
abandoned 
cellar and 
continued living at the M uller home.

ROPE FOR IME KICKING COW 


System Described in Which Milk-Stool 
Is Eliminated— Much Better 
Than Being Kicked. 


Tie the cow about the neck with 
a rope in a bowline knot. 
Tie the 
other end of the rope to the manger 
or post, leaving about 18 to 20 inches 
of rope from the cow to the post. 
Next place the pail on the ground near 
(he cow, but at a distance great enough 
to keep her from kicking it. Put your 
head against the cow just about the 
Hank (there being no stool In this 
system). 
If she starts to kick the 
contraction of the muscles under your 
head w arns you and you must start 
to push against her with all your 
might. 
If you start soon enough she 
will not kick as the shove you give her 
with your head causes her to think she 
will lose her balance and she keeps her 
feet on the ground to prevent falling. 
In the event of her succeeding in 
getting one foot raised, be sure to keep 
& good hold on her teats and don’t 
stop pushing against her. 
In a few 
b iso n s the cow learns that it is not 
^afe to raise ht»r feet aud you can just 
place your head as stated and lean 
against her. 
Of course, this is very 
tiresome at first, but it is much better 
limn being kicked and after you get 
ihe “knack 
of the thing you will put 
the milk-stool in the junk heap.

ft Is of great importance that strict 
regularity should be observed, both in 
feeding and in milking, In order to se­ 
cure the greatest degree of content­ 
ment In the herd. First give the grain 
mixture, and milk the cows while they 
are eating it. 
This routine is recom­ 
mended because, with some cows, the 
milk comes more freely while they are 
eating th at portion of their ration 
which has the most relish. 
Cured roughage should be fed after 
milking because it fills the air in the 
barn with dust. 
Succulent feed, like 
silage and roots, should also be fed 
after milking, because of the odor that 
it gives. 
Feeding twice a day will 
bring better returns than more fre­ 
quent and wasteful feeding. Give half 
the concentrates and half the roughage 
in the morning and half in the eve­ 
ning. 
In the winter they should be allowed

Good butter, next to good bread. I> 
tlie most important article of food, 
and as it is a three-times-a-day ne­ 
cessity on our tables, its proper mak­ 
ing is of great importance. Successful 
butter-making depends most of all on 
cleanliness of stables, cows, milkers 
and pails, along with a clean, well- 
ventilated dairy room and utensils. 
Everyone needs fat. and butter is the 
most wholesome as well as moat a g re e­ 
able way of taking it into the system. 
Cream absorbs whatever odor sur­ 
rounds it and then passes it on to the 
butter, so milk should not be kept in 
the kitchen where cooking is done, 
aud especially if the men of the family 
have the hubit of smoking there, as 
this gives it a very disagreeable taste. 
Butter made from well-ripened cream 
has the best flavor, and to obtain this 
ripening before the cream is so old as 
to become rancid, a “starter” to a 
tablespoonful or two of thick sour milk 
is usually added to the new milk when 
set to raise. 
Butter churned from perfectly sweet 
cream has less flavor, but some people 
prefer it. 
It is a mistake to churn 
butter at too high a temperature in 
order to make It come quickly, for ii 
contains more buttermilk, Is apt to be 
greasy and pale in color. If the cream 
must be kept for several days before 
churning, it should he in a cool place. 
If for any reason the churn is not per­ 
fectly sweet after thorough washing 
and scalding, rinse it well with cold 
lime water.
